In the two con- 
tests for seats In the Senate the demo- 
crats drew seven out of nine to try one 
case and eight out of ntne to trv the 
other. In the«)ntests for scaM in the 
House the democrats drew majorities 
on eight committees and the republi- 
cans got majorities on 10. The com- 
mittee to try the contest of Walker vs. 
Kay from Garrard county Is solid- 
ly democratic, but the redheaded 
turncoat will doubtless get full justice. 
There was no charge of unfairness in 
the drawing In the Senate, but certain 
republicans tried to besmirch the rep- 
utation of Clerk Ed O. Leigh, the 
latchet of whose shoes they are not 
worthy to unloose, by charging that 
be had placed the names of democrats 
in one end of the box and republicans 
in the other, and shook the box in 
such a wav that the relative positions 
would not be changed.

Nothing seems loo low lor the republl 
cans to do, but their efforts are always 
so transi>arenl that they trip them- 
selves up. _________ 

Editor Gelatt, of the Louisville 
Commercial, sficaks of Gov. Bradley as 
a recent convert to republicanism, as 
he, Gelatt, understands the meaning of 
the word, and then goes on to say that 
the governor sulked in his tent and it 
was only at the 11th hour and after 
great persuasion that he was Induced 
to champion the cause of Taylor and 
his gang. Notwilbsunding all this, 
however, he thinks that the governor 
is entitled to the honor of the republi- 
can nomination for U. S. Senator. A 
recent convert to republicanism" 
won’t go. Bradley was aghling for re- 
publican principles before even Gelatt 
was Hannarized. By the way, the 
Commercial seems to have fallen out 
with the world and the rest of man- 
kind. The effort to intill Ohio imlitics 
Into Kentuckians won't work and in its 
efforts to force It down their throats, 
tbe Commercial seems to have lost Its 
constituency.

JCDiiE CaNTRILL very promptly and 
properly, no doubt, granted the injunc- 
tion asked by Election Commissioners 
Poyniz, Fulton and Yonlz against Tay- 
lor’s appointees, Mackoy and Cochran, 
interfering In the trial of contests. 
Then in order to permit an appeal at 
once to the court of appeals so that the 
matter can be settled fully and tinally, 
the judge on his own motion dissolved 
the Injunction. The attorneys for the 
demoiiratic commissioners will at once 
give notice, and ask one of tbe judges 
of the court of appeals to -elnstate the 
Injunction temiKjrarily until the case 
can be heard on its merits before a full 
court. .Meanwhile the regular com- 
missioners will proceed with their work 
as if nothing bad happened, and lake 
up the contesu tomorrow as previously 
announced. The candidates for the mi- 
nor offices are jubilant ove- J udge Cati- 
IrlU's decision, as it virtually gives 
them the offices If sustained. 

In order to faclliliie matters and 
prcvenl tbe republicans from allcmpl- 
ing to prevent a joint session lor con- 
sidering contests, the Hecate by a vote 
of 20 to 11 adopted a rule making 
Speaker Trimble chairman of the joint 
cession instead of the acting lieutenant 
governor, Marshall. The house voted 
on the rule yesterday and also adopted 
it. It further provides that a joint ses- 
sion may bo called by Speaker Trimble. 

It is said that tbe Legislature can 
try Whallen and Kyaa for their at- 
tempts to bribe Senator Bai rell, and if 
it found them guilty the governor can 
not pardon them. If this be true, the 
greasy carcass of the Buckingham boss 
will pretty soon be inside of jail in- 
stead of his low down dive, from 
whence he conducts the affairs of the 
so called honest election league.
